tion, whether written in the above 
IMctic manner or in the more pros- 
aic manner which they have chos- 
en to affect. 

For these infidels write Brown- 
ing's poetry as he wrote it himself, 
instead of adopting a more rhyth- 
mic manner of doing It. Thus they 
set down in this archaic system: 
The year's at the spring, 
And day'< at the mom; 
Morning's at seven^ 
The hillside's dew-pearled; 
what we would more properly 
write, emphasixing the accented 
syllables by giving them first place 
in the word, as is only natural: 
Tyeerzadd'asp ringan 
Deizadda mom 
Morhinzats cvun 
: Till saidztyoo pcrld. 
What will happen to English liter- 
ature if this slow strangulation of 
its natural growth is allowed to 
continue it is rather difficult to say. 
It is, an attempt on the part of a 
few literary madmen to turn back 
the clock two hundred years, to re- 
vive a style which now must seem 
crude and unpolished. 

Is it possible to imagine what 
would happen- to such immortal 
pieces as 
Jusfora hanfula sllverce leftus 
Jusiora ribanta sirikints cote 
or 

Wattusee dulnta greitgodpan 
Doiinina rcedsbyda riva? 
What will happen to all poetry if 
this senseless exaltation of the sense 
over the metre continues is too hor- 
rible to contemplate. There can be 
no other end for the works of 
Goody Benman and the great mas- 
ter Christian Morgenstern, whose 
'Fischers Nachtgcsang' is unparaU 



Aliens Enter 
Toronto U. 
Immediately 

Permission to 
Join C.O.T.C. 
Quells Objection 

Toronto, Dec. 13— (aU.'P.)— 
A fnvoiirabic decision has now 
been readied concerning tiie en- 
trnnce of, ciglitcen "friendly 
aliens" to the University of .To- 
ronto. Tiie eighteen aliens who 
had been previously banned 
from the University "are now 
permitted to enter the university 
on ceirlain conditions. 

Since November 25, controversy 
has been raging around the Var- 
sity campus over the question of 
allowing eighteen "friendly aliens" 
to enter the University. Hiosc who 
opposed- the movement supported 
their argument by ciainiing that the 
faculties were at present over- 
crowded, and by permitting the 
aliens to register at the University 
the results might have direct effect 
on some of the Canadian students 
They concluded by saying that Lhey 
did not bear any ill wUI towards 
the victims of Nazi aggression and 
tyranny, but felt that there was no 
place for them in the crowded 
faculties during the present war. 

While the Board of Governors 
were still uncertain as to the course 
they would foUow, the Senate con- 
vened and the votes cast were prac- 
tically unanimous in favour of al- 
lowing the aliens to enter the Uni- 
versity. 

The Minister of National Defence, 
Mr. Ralston has informed the Board 
of Governors that the released In- 
ternees are now permitted to take 
the samc-Mllitaiy Training as other 
male students attending the uni- 
versity. 

All objection to the aliens' en- 
trance to the university has now 
been removed. Consequently the

League Society 
Meets Thursday 

Dr. Rejd" Speaks 
On History of 
Beveridge Plan 



The newly.formed McGill Branch 
of the League of Nations Society 
will gather in the Reading Room 
of the' Union on Thursday evening 
at 8:00 p.m. to ' hear Dr. William 
Stanford Held, of the History De- 
partment, discuss the recent Bev- 
eridge report, its background in 
English politics and history, and its 
wider relation to the world today. 

The executive of the Society has 
announced that, although the field 
which the Society has chosen for 
study was to be limited more or 
lees to international relations rather 
than to the Internal politics of any 
one nation, the Beveridge plan is 
"a good jumplng-off place" for a 
survey of conditions in modem 
Europe, and how these will affect 
decisions made for post-war econo- 
mic adjustment and reform. It is 
felt, stated à member of the execu- 
tive, that a start should be made 
with England, inasmuch as she has 
"been a leading, if not the leading, 
figure in the pre-war League of Na- 
tions;, hence, an understanding of 
EnglistiVcoctal and economic back- 
ground is vital to an understand- 
ing of her international jxdlcy.

Dr. F. Cyril James addressee 
meeting of the officers of the 
McGill Graduates' Society, held 
in his honour on Friday night 
Dr. James outlined the need for 
a thorough revision of our entire 
educational system, especially in 
Canada, wlicrc it is one of the 
great national problem; 

Speaking of the importance of the 
liberal arts, Dr. James pointed out 
the necessity fur all Canadian Uni 
versifies to prepare for the great 
opportunity which would present 
itself at the icrmlnation of the près 
ent conflict 58,000 men and women 
of Canada in the armed forces have 
accepted the promise of the Oomin' 
ion Government, that will enable 
them to take up a college career, 
10,000 . of these 98,000 men and 
women would be enabled to attend 
McGill as extra students. The chal 
Icngo io McGill to meet this oppor- 
tunity was one which could be and 
should be shared by its graduates, 
the principle said. 

In expressing appreciation to Dr. 
James for the assistance he had 
given the Graduates Society, Dr, 
Bazin recalled the fact that in the 
comparatively short period of three 
years the principal had visited and 
met McGiU graduates in the 23 
branches ot the society in Canada 
and the United States, and last 
March, while in England on duties 
for the Dominion Government had 
visited also the members of the

take Military Training with 
C.O.T.C, claiming that they are 
conscientious objectors. One of the 
twenty students from the University 
said today that he has given his 
notice in order to withdraw from 
the university. 

The University authorities have 
announced that the remaining stu 
denta are still undecided in the 
course they are to take. It is hoped 
that the students will reach soon a 
satisfactory agreement with the 
university authorities. 

It has been announced by offi- 
cials that if these students persist 
in refusing to take millUry train 
Ing. suitable punishment will Ji'e 
meted out to them. In their pres- 
ent situation they face the alterna 
tive of being conscripted for mil- 
itary service or, if they have suit 
able arguments to offer, they will 
probably be sent to work camps in 
British ' Columbia. These work 
camps in British Columbia are for 
conscientious objectors who have 
refused to' accept their draft for 
military service. 

University officials announced 
yesterday that if the students still 
are undecided in the course they 
are to follow and persist In refus 
ing to tahie military training they 
will be 'subject to the Defence of 
Canada Regulations. As soon as, a 
decision has been reached the Uni- 
versity. officials will then announce 
what steps are to be taken with re- 
gard to the students who are con 
sdentlous objèctors. .

Those Unwilling to Conform 
May Not Continue Courses 

Every male Science student, on completion of his University • 
course, must volunteer for ser\'ice in the armed forces of Canada 
or accept employment in essential war work. Before being al- ■ 
lowed to comnience or to continue sucli scientific studies each stu- 
dent is required to sign a declaration indicating whether or not ho 
wislics to volunteer for service as a technical officer in the armed '. 
forces. Tiicsc regulations, effective as of December 1, were is- 
sued by the Ministrj' of Labor over the week-end. . - 

^ If such registration for active {^ii ' 
service after , graduation should 
prove insufficient, the Goverhment 'r 
may request any science student to 
enter the Reserve Army. In these, 
circumstances students would hold'^.:^ 
the same status as those who vol-,-'^^^ 
untecr. Military studies and duties 
would, however, have to be carried 
out regardless of concurrent 
academic work. 

. Any male person affected, who is 
not willing to conform to these re> , 
gulations, will not be . permitted to 
follow the Science Course at Uni- . 
verslty. Science students are de- 
fined in the statement issued from 
Ottawa as "male students who have . 
registered at a university as full- , 
thnc students during all or part of t . 



Russian Role 
Looms Large 

Stewart States 
Policy Toward 
Reds Must Change 



Halifax, Dec. 13.— (C.U.P.)— "After 
this war Is won, the role which 
Russia will play in the peace will 
be considerably more important 
than heretofore," stated Professor 
H. I. Stewart of Dalhousle Univer- 
sity, Halifax, at a luncheon meet- 
ing last week. 

He said, that up to now the policy 
to\\'ards Russia ot the European 
powers and the United States was 
one of constant misunderstanding 
and fear. But after having fough*. 
the common enemy successfully, the 
democratic states and Russia will 
begin. to understand each other, and 
are not likely to forget that they' 
were brothers in arms, he said. 
"They will come to ihe conference 
table," he went on to say, "they will 
bear in mind all that they have 
shared in fighting the common .en- 
emy, and with one common concern 
initiated by one common aim." 

Dr. Stewart gave the opinion that 
Stalin would remember, "that the 
only other country, which success- 
fully resisted, the ..German attacks

If at any time it la decided ta 
Increase the ntmiber of persons who 
arc being trained in technical 
courses, the necessary steps will be 
recommended to the Universities by 
the Minister. Facilities for the train- 
ing of science students will be pro- 
vided by the Department of Na- 
tional Defence and by- the Depart- 
ment, of, Munitions ■ and Supply, 
should the occasion arise. '-'î^ 

The provisions .for "control and'.^^ 
regulation of employment of uni- 
verslty science students" also de- 
mand that students undergo medi- 
cal examinations whenever nKes- 
sary. " 

No science student may be inter- 
viewed either before or after grad- 
uation with respect to obtaining a 
position by any person who has 
not gained permission of the Min- 
istry ot Labour.

\ The position of most students seems at 
last to have been clearly defined. The new 
order-in-council establishing the university 
science students regulationsi^defines "sci- 
ence" student as a malc^person registered 
in a course the successful completion of 
which will, in the opinion of the minister, 
qualify tho person as a technical person. 
Technical person moreover means a person 
to whom the Essential Work (Scientific 
and Technical Personnel) regulations 1942 
apply. To ascertain the students to whom 
this applies, we note the following as dc 
termined by the Wartime Bureau of Tech- 
nical Personnel: Students in medicine, slu 
dents in dentistry, students in engineering, 
students in the faculty of science studying 
inathematics or physics or chemistrj', as 
Tirell as students studying biological sci- 
ences leading to entrance in the faculty of 
medicine. 

f The rest of the order-in-council is 
- straightforward, and should be interpreted 
as a complete and definite statement on 
the status of "science" students at the uni- 
yersity. 

We have been wailing for quite some 
tame now for an order of this nature to 
côme from the government for several rea 
Bons: First, it decides once for all the 
.course to be pursued by "Science" students 
>nth respect to joining up, second "science" 
' students need no longer fear the menacing 
eye of the community when seen in civilian 
clbthes, finally the government is now 
utilizing to the utmost, the valuable source 
of. technical manpower available at the 
university. ' 

But all this serves even more than ever

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PROFESSOR INVENTS FLYING 
MACHINE 

A new Invention, which is expect 
ed to revolutionize modern warfare 
and civilization in general, was re 
vealed last night by Downdraught 
N. Wlndtunnel, profciior of Me' 
chanical Engineering, In an airmail 
letter to Ottawa. Tho professor's 
brainchild Is a flying machine, and 
the perfection of this Invention Is 
expected to prove once and for all 
that It is possible for man to fly in 
the air, contrary to the theory prO' 
pounded at the Royal Canadian In' 
stitute lecture last Saturday, by a 
certain Major de Sevcrsky.

That little matter might require 
some deliberation," said a man who 
claimed to be G. R. Cottrelle. - 

"Quite an idea," was the opinion 
of one George Beurling, a youthful 
resident of MonUreal. 

The new invention has not yet 
been named, but Dr. Wlndtunnel 
stated that of all the names that 
occurred to him, the One "Link 
Trainer" seemed to descrlba the 
machine most accurately. The prin 
ciples by which this machine Is 
able to fly were not clearly grasp 
ed by the reporter, a fact that may 
be ascribed to the fact that neither 
did the professor. ' ' 

The wider ImpllèaUont of the In- 
vention will be dlKUssed by the 
Professor in an address next week 
However, he permitted himself to 
be quoted to the effect that he be- 
lieved the new machines will very 
likely be used in the war, and that 
Sherman was right. ' He believes 
also that his Invention may be 
adapted for transport of passengers 
and parcels.

WRESTLING— THE SCIENCE 
Wrestling is a science almost as old as man himself. No sooner 
had man's nature brought him together with other men to form a 
community, than conteste of strength of some sort or other made 
their appearance. Hence the existence of wrestling in its oldest form. 

The science has had a long-drawn evolution to reach its present 
state of perfection when well executed. At the present time, it Is a 
display of science, rather than a display of strength. One can imag- 
ine the sUgcs through which it passed; first the crude Jumping at 
one another, then the bone-crushing tactics of later day enthusiasts, 
and finally the application of regular holds to^e^dvantage of the 
anatomical idiosyncrasies of the human organumf bringing the game 
down to its present form. 

❖ ♦ ♦ 

The skill of the wrestler counts for about 80 per cent, and 
strength about the remaining 20 per cent. With a definite knowledge 
of the intricate holds, locks and counter- 
SKILL VERSUS holds, a small man can easily overcome a 
STRENGTH ■ much larger opponent, and it is not at all 
unusual to see the feat performed. Skill 
in the science can be acquired, not naturally, but only by steady 
practice and conscientious application of the rules and methods ad- 
vocated for a certain hold. Once a hold is perfected by its constant 
application on a colleague, in practice, the counter-hold is learned 
and these two, the hold and the counter, form a pair. 

♦ ♦ ♦ 

From the health and conditioning point of view, an aspect which 
is of prime importance, I consider wrestling second to none. Grant- 
ed that it is a very strenuous sport and perhaps exacting in its de- 
mands, nevertheless a man starting under a capable coach, and acting 
under his supervision, will master the prtnciptes of the science with- 
out overstrain. This point can. bear some emphasis. The holds 
executed in wrestling, THE SCIENCE,' do not tend to produce over- 
strain. As a conditioner, there can be no doubt as to its effective- 
ness. Every muscle in the body is brought into play, and genuine 
benefit is derived. Every minute spent on tHejniatJmeant Just that 
much more benefit to one's condition and knowledge of the game.

The prospects for the present year are promising and some 
promising material is on hand to fill in where last year's men were 
lacking. At the present- time, however, the wrestlers do not turn 
out regularly and their game suffers Just that much. Too, a long 
lapse from the mat Impairs their condition and makes it Just that 
much harder to reach the proverbial "pink." Regularity of turnout 
c»nnot be over-emphailzed. .^1'"'

(a) Continue with full course until April, (b) Drop course at 
Christmas and enrol in new course in January.

But, he 
will go on to say that such stress is 
due to problems of picking & voca- 
tion, economic Independence, deci- 
sional problems, love and courtAhip^

The education 
is that we must take excellent care 
of the ones we have — they must not 
wear out Tbe following are a few 
suggesUons for students wishing to 
be helpful in this matter. 

1. Come to classes late. If the 
entire class is not there until weU 
on into the period, the lecture wUl 
thus be shorter. 

2. Leave classes early. This wlU 
eliminate the strain of the last few 
minutes and will give your pro* 
fessor a longer period of relaxation 
between classes. 

3. Don't ak questions. Tliey in« 
terrupt his train of thought and 
present a great strain both on his 
brain and nervous system it he 
doesn't know the answers. 

4. Bring your professor an applo

the enigma of freeing oneself from 
home and family. 

According to the findings of a 
member of the Syracuse psychology 
department who prefers to remain 
anonymous, an inferior feeling 
sometimes develops because Johnny 
has an auto or is a better dresser or 
because his athletic prowess, for ex- 
ample, makes him a campus idol. 

This source explains, in addlUon 
that the entire period is one of 
awkwardness In making social and 
economic adjustments, when there 
is a constant conflict between de- 
pendency and independency. And 
he points to a certain keen com- 
petition in such maltiirs which leads 
often to emoUonal strain. 

The condiUon which arises thence 
is hardly mental. It Is pointed out, 
certainly not natural, and is, In a 
sense, built up by factors of de- 
cision. Mental abnormallUes, this 
psychologist notes, rarely come in 
adolescence, come normally in the 
late 20's. 

To get down to the problem at 
hand, the psycliologisl suggests that 
if the youth of 18 or 19 enters one 
of the armed services, he can ailto- 
maticaUy eliminate decisional prob- 
lems. His vocation is taken care of; 
he has no economic problem;' his 
mind is hardly his own, as far^ as 
making decisions goes, for the 
C.O.'s word Is his command. 

Of necessity, . he is freed from 
home, and family, and problems of 
love hardly enter Into the picture. 
The Inferiority complex tends to be 
erased and there is a general feel- 
ing of .upUormUy. .. . ' 



The army, it is noted, pays more 
attention to the problems of health, 
nutrition and education. The sol- 
dier gets perhaps his first real taste 
of hygiene. The pre-coUegiate In 
high school gets no training what 
soever In tho basic theories of 
health. Thus, other inadequacies of 
high school training are overcome 
by army life. 

While the feeling is common in 
the adolescent cIvUian that nobody 
understands him or appreciates 
hihi, he gains confidence in the 
army in his feeling that he Is doing 
his part In adolescence, It is noted, 
too, that training comes easier for 
both pupils and teacher. Enthusi 
asms are plasUc, emotlons-and sen- 
timents are comparatively . unat- 
tached. 

The recruit, then, goes from a 
world of restraint to one In which 
he has emotional outlet. Mentally— 
the adolescent is as mature Intellec 
tually as he ever will be. The Bem- 
reuter neurotic scale Indicates that 
boys arc but minutely less stable 
emotionally than men. 

Physically— he is perhaps not as 
mature as the adult male, The risk 
of a mass nervous breakdown of 
18 and 19-year-old8' is negligible, 
Howevér,' there are'minute discrep- 
ancies. — Syi-acuse Dally Orange,
